A tribe that dances, and dances all 
i the time except when sleeping or rest­ 
ing. Is the Tauala, tbe “ forest people” 
of the north central part of Madagas- 
1 car. 
They dance In-read of walking, 
and Instead of running they only dance 
J faster. 
Their religious ceremonies are 
dances; their amusement is dancing. 
They dance even while hewing trees, 
erecting houses or gathering rice. They 
have daueed so long for many genera­ 
tions that they hate forgotten other 
gaits and other motions and go through 
life in one long delirious whirl. 
Besides dancing in quantity, it is de­ 
clared that their dances, or some of 
them, are the most 
expressive 
nnd 
meaningful, as well as the most beau­ 
tifully and gracefully executed, In the 
world. 
Every emotion of the human race is 
expressed in their dances, 
and 
the 
forms of the dance are as numerous 
as the emotions of the dancer, says 
the Chicago Tribune. 
They dance with 
arms, with legs, with bodies and with 
faces, posing in every conceivable at­ 
titude and doing steps and executing 
movements that would make the most 
skillful of stage dancers 
wild with 
envy. 
Every form of the dance, almost, is 
used among these “ forest people.” 
A t 
the beginning of one of their dances 
the warriors, thrilling with pride and 
the lust of battle, go forth to meet the 
foe. 
Then comes the conflict, the wild 
struggle, In which the daucers work 
themselves up to a pitch of frenzy, 
screaming 
rhythmically, 
while 
the 
musical instruments rise 
higher and 
higher, and the crow’d of spectators, 
resting from their own efforts In other 
dances, join in the cries, urging the 
dancers to wilder exertions. 
The de­ 
feat, the rout, the capture, follow rap­ 
idly, made so plain and so clear in 
meaning that any one of any land could 
understand, 
then 
the 
torture, 
in 
which the bodies of the dancers writhe 
and tremble and their faces express 
acute agony and fear, the awful sup­ 
plication, and then woe and disgrace as 
they dance away into captivity. 
The musical instruments which are 
used in their ceremonial dances, such 
as the arrival of a distinguijjied vis­ 
itor, the Installing of a new official 
or the burial of a great dancer, are of 
interest. 
The greatest is a sort of 
zither, and next is a primitive form 
of the violin, with four strings, which 
is shaped like a huge melon. 
Also 
they have a flute called yaliha, which 
is made of bamboo 
They have a 
bamboo drum, the head of which is a 
hide, and also a drum 
covered at 
both ends with hide, inside of which 
round stones are shaken rhythmically. 
Their chants nnd their wild, weird 
music from the odd orchestra furnish 
n remarkable accompaniment for the 
dances; but with or 
without 
music, 
these odd people dance. 
It Is a common sight, according to 
the French explorer, to see scores of 
men working in (he rice fields, shuf­ 
fling their feet, swaying their bodies 
and chanting melodiously while work­ 
ing. 
In Sahasinr.ka. the principal town 
of Tannla, the r.eu can be seen danc­ 
ing along the streets in a sort of swing­ 
ing twostep. and the carriers when 
packing heavy loads through the great 
forests dance along under their bur­ 
dens, for a time swaying their bodies, 
then doing a little crow jig with their 
feet as they advance, and, although 
| four men may be carrying a priest or 
| an important man in a litter, they 


I dance all the way. seeming never to 
tire. 
The children begin to dance almost 
as soon as they can toddle, and literally 
dance to the grave. The explorers saw 
a funeral, four men carrying the body 
of a petty chief on their shoulders, with 
a procession of mourners

There is a steel containing 20 
per cent of n cl.el which is almost non­ 
magnetic n r I 
has a tenacity of 40 
tons per square inch. 
If immersed In 
liquid air it becomes strongly mag­ 
netic, and its tenacity rises to 157 tons. 
Then, after re tu rn in g to ordinary tem­ 
peratures, it retains a tenacity of 116 
tone.—Youth s Companion.

A $10,000,OuO dam to be 
built 
across the Mississippi, furnishing a 
force which will generate 
211,500 
horse power is the latest word in civil 
engineering circles, told by W. 
E. 
Pringle in his article, “The Missis­ 
sippi as a Mill Stream,” in the Tech­ 
nical World Magazine for October. 
This dam will furnish more power 
than does Niagara Falls at the pres­ 
ent time, and is being promoted by 
a sy ndicate aggregating$300,000,000 
in capital, who have already spent 
$50.000 in preliminary survey s, etc. 
The article gives a clear account of 
tbe curious difficulties which had to 
be overcome in promoting this pro­ 
ject— showing that the government 
had spent $5,000,000 in 
building a 
canal for navigation of the rapids 
in the river opposite Keokuk, 
Io wa, 
and that the 
new 
water 
po wer 
scheme would necessitate the o ver­ 
flooding of this 
great national 
canal. 
But nevertheless co ngress was In­ 
duced to lo o k with favo r on the un­ 
dertaking, 
as the pro mise was made, 
that, altho ugh all the federal wo rks 
in the neighbo rho o d wo uld tie dro wn­ 
ed o ut, new o nes wo uld he co nstruct­ 
ed witho ut co st to Uncle Sam, 
and 
that $40,000 a year wo uld ultimately 
be saved the go vernment in the co st 
o f o perating their canal. 
It is ex ­ 
pected that the actual co nstructio n 
wo rk o n the dam will co mmence the 
first o f the year.

In the first 
place, the boiling of water ex pels the 
air from it, and water will not freeze 
until it has parted with its air. In the 
second place, there is always a slight 
agitation on the surfaee of hot water, 
and this promotes congelation by a s­ 
sisting the crystals to change their po­ 
sitio n until they assume that most fa­ 
vorable to solidification. 
Then the 
particles in hot water divide into small­ 
er globules by reason of the heat, and 
less resistance is therefore offered to 
the cold than in cold water.
